1. First Annual Report,—In terms of section 18(5) of the Act, 
the Council of The Institute of Company Secretaries of India 
has pleasure in presenting its Fiist Annual Report from the 
date of the constitution of the Institute under the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980 (the Act) with effect from 1st January, 
1981 till 31st March, 1^81. The audited statements of accounts 


of the Institute and the auditor’s report thereon for the period 
are also published herewith. 

2. The Act and the first Regulations.—-The Company Secre¬ 
taries Act 1980 assented to by the President of India on 10th 
December, 1980, and notified as Act No. 36 of 1980 was pub¬ 
lished in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary Part-II Section 1, 
No. 67 dated 10th December, 1980. The Act came into force 
on 1st January, 1981 as appointed by the Government of India 
in accordance with soctlon 1 (3) of the Act vide notification S.O. 
No. 989 (E) published in the Gazette of India. Extraordinary, 
Part II, section 3 sub-section (ii) No. 582 dated 27th December, 

1980. The first Regulations duly made by the Council also came 
into force on 1st January, 1981 vide notification No. 41/1/80-CL-V 
published in the Gazetto of India Extraordinary, Part III— sec¬ 
tion IV No. 1 of 1st January, 1981. Tt provided for the Company 
Secretaries Regulations, 1971 made by the dissolved company 
as in force on 1st January. 1981, subject to the extent that they 
were not in-consistent with the provisions of the Act, to bo 
deemed, with necessary modifications, to be the regulations of the 
Institute for the purpose of carrying out of the provisions of the 
Act. A set of regulations to supersede the existing regulations 
has been framed by the Council and it will come into forco 
after its approval by the Central Government. 

3. Constitution of tho Institute.—The Institute constituted 
under the Act came into existence with effect from 1st January, 

1981. The erstwhile Institute Incorporated as a company in 
October 1968 under soction 2} of tho Companies Act 1956 stood 
dissolved on the midnight of 31st December 1980 on its conver¬ 
sion into a statutory body. The occasion which was a land 
mark in the history of the profession of company secretaries in 
India was duly celebrated by the Institute, Its Regional Councils 
and Chapters by organising various functions on 1st January 
1981 all over the country. The constitution of tho Institute 
was hailed with greetings and messages published in the various 
newspapers. Supplements were also brought out in a Few news 
papers to commemorate the historic event. 

4. Council.—In accordance with section 10(4) of the Act 
the Council of the dissolved compauy became the Council of 
the Institute with effect from 1st January. 1981. The Council 
shall continue to function until another Council is constituted as 
provided under sectiou 9(2) of the Act, which has to bo done with¬ 
in a period of two years from 1st January. 1931. The names of 
the members of the first Council are as under:

9. Headquarters Building.—The building of the headquar¬ 
ters of the Institute is nearing completion and is expected to be 
occupied before the end of this year. The building has five 
floors excluding basement and is estimated to cost around Rs. 
40 lakhs including the provision made for air-conditioning, 
aircooling, furniture and fittings. 

10. Membership.—In accordance with section 3(1) of the Act, 
all persons whose names appeared in the register of the dissolved 
company immediately before the commencement of the Act 
were admitted as members of the Institute. Accordingly 3002 
associates and 674 fellows (including 7 Honorary Fellows) were 
admitted to membership as on 1st January, 1981. No additional 
members were enrolled till 31st March, 1981. 

11. Certificate of Practice.—Members holding Certificate 
of Practice as on 1st January, 1981 were 331 and no new member 
was issued with certificate of practice during the period under 
report. 

11.1. Recognition of membership qualification.—Besides the 
Association of Indian Universities, New Delhi and Sri Vcnkates- 
wara University, Tirupati who had accorded recognition to the 
membership of the Institute for the purpose of pursuing Ph. D. 
Course earlier, the South Gujarat University, Surat and 
Mahatshi Dayanand University, Rohtak have since accorded 
similar recognition. 

12. Registered Students.—According to the Register of stu¬ 
dents taken over from the dissolved company, the total number 
of students registered upto 1st January 1981 was 65,782, The 
tptal number of students whose registration had not expired as 
on 1st January 1981 was 38,995 and the number of students 
registered from 1st January 1981 upto 31st March 1981 was 
1000. 

13. Examinations.—The Institute presently holds its exami¬ 
nation at 29 centres spread all over the country. 771 and 219 
candidates had completed the Intermediate and Final examina¬ 
tions respectively according to the results declared by the insti¬ 
tute iu February 1981.

14. Coaching.—According to the existing regulations each of 
the 1000 candidates registered as a student during the period 
under report was also enrolled for postal tuition. In accordance 
with the existing coaching scheme, oral coaching facilities were 
provided by 17 coaching centres initiated by the Regional Coun¬ 
cils and Chapters. In the case of candidates undergoing oral 
coaching and also taking class tests organised by recognised oral 
coaching centres, submission of response sheets to the Directo¬ 
rate of Studies has been waived. Coaching completion certifi¬ 
cates in such cases have been issued on the basis of the attendance 
and performance of the students in the class tests. 

15. Merit Scholarship.—Tn accordance with the existing 
merit scholarship scheme, a merit scholarship of Rs. 150 per 
month per student has been awarded to 11 students who had 
passed the examinations conducted by the dissolved company in 
December 1980. 

16. Mcrit-cum-means Assistance Scheme.—In accordance 
with the existing merit-cum-means assistance scheme, financial 
assistance) of Rs. 100 per month per student has been granted for 
a period of one year to 22 studonts who had passed the exami¬ 
nations held by the dissolved company in December 1980. 

17. All India Prize Awards.—According to the existing all 
India prize awards scheme, one President's Gold Medal valued 
at Rs. 500 for final examination, one President’s silver medal 
valued at Rs. 250 for Intermediate examination, two D. L. Mqzum- 
dar’s silver medals valued at Rs. 250 each for 2 subjects In Final 
examination and one C.C. Sutarla cash prize award of Rs. 201 
for final examination have been awarded to the students who had 
passed with merit the examination conducted by the dissolved 
company in December 1980. The names of prize award winners 
were published in the monthly journal ‘Chartered Secretary’. 

18. Practical Training Requirements.—There were 325 
public limited companies which were recognised for practical 
training as on 1st January 1981 and 6 more were added during 
the period under report. 75 students who had completed the 
final examinations were sponsored for practical training from 
1st January 1981 to 31st March, 1981. 

19. Research Activities. 

19.1, Publications.-—In addition to processing research 
publications and providing service to Loose Leaf Ready Refe¬ 
rences brought out earlier, the Directorate of Research had 
brought out two more publications—one “Dividend and In¬ 
terest” in April 1981 in the Secretarial Practice series and another 
“Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act—A Manual” in May 
1981. The revised editions of three existing publications titled 
“Incorporation of a Company—Guidelines”, “Transfer and 
Transmission of Shares" and “A Guide to Exports” were under 
various stages of printing. 

19.2. Simplification of Company Law.—A working party 
was constituted by the Council as undor to formulate its recom¬ 
mendations with regard to the simplification of Company Law 
for consideration by the Council and onward transmission to 
the Government of India.

Convention, the first one to be organised by the Statutory Body, 
was held at Madras from 12th to 14th February, 1981 on the 
theme "Concept of Public Interest in Corporate Legislations”. 
The Convention was inaugurated by His Excellency Shri Sadiq 
Ali, Governor of Tamil Nadu. Eminent personalities from the 
Government and the Corporate Sector including Shri K.N. 
Modi, President, FICCI, Shri P.L. Tandon, President, National 
Council of Applied Economic Research, Shri K.S. Bhatnagar. 
Chairman, Company Law Board and Dr. A.K. Ghosh. Chairman 
of the Bureau of the Industrial Costs and Prices addressed the 
convention during the three days. 

22. Brochure 1 on Company Secretary.—During the period 
under report, the Institute also brought out a folder tltlod "Why 
Engage a Company Secretary" in order to provide comprehensive 
Information about the profession of company secretaries. 

23. Chartered Secretary.—The monthly journal ‘Chartered 
Secretary’ which commenced its 11th volume in January 1981, 
had continued to be popular for its utility tp the members, 
students and other subscribers. 

24. Accounts and Audit.—Pursuant to sub-section (1) of 
section 32 of the Act, all the assets and liabilities of the dissolved 
company have been transferred to and vested in the Institute on 
the commencement of the Act on 1st January 1981 as per balance- 
sheet as on that date. 

24.1. Capitalisation,—As per the existing practice, Transfer 
fees of Rs. 1100 received during the period under report has bee n 
capitalised. A sum of Rs. 535 refunded on account of Associate 
Entrance Fees and Certificate of Practice Registration Fees 
previously capitalised has been deducted out of the existing 
capital fund. The Capital Reserve stood at Rs. 8,46,449 at the 
close of the period, 

24.2. Surplus and General Reserve.—The excess of income 
over expenditure is Rs. 4,03,752, after setting apart Rs. 1,70,000 
for Building Reserve and appropriating Rs. 79,064 on account 
of interest on fixed deposits earmarked for Building Reserve 
Fund. The total General Reserve stood at Rs, 34,81,905 as 
on 31st March, 1981. The statistics at a glance as on 1st January 
1981 and as on 31st March 1981 is given as annexure to this 
Report. 

24.3. Auditors.—Pursuant to section 18(4) of the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980, the Council appointed M/s. D.K. Sengupta 
& Co., Chartered Accountants, New Delhi, as Auditors of the 
Institute to audit the accounts for the three months period ending 
3lst March, 1981. 


25. Appreciation.—The Council wishes tp plane on records 
its gratitude to the Ministry of Law, Justice and Company Affairs 
and other Ministries for the support, guidance and encourage¬ 
ment extended to the Institute. The Council also records its 
appreciation of tho useful services rendered by the officers and 
staff.
